The little village of Sessions, on the bor-
der of Allegheny sud Beaver couuties, was
filled yesterday with divines and laymen
who had assewbled soeelebrate the one huo-
dredth soniversary of the founding of the
first theological semioary instituted uwpon
the Western continent. The story of this
seminary, st learned from a history of it
written by Dr. John Douglas, is very inter-
esting.

The seminary was looated in the woods of
Western Pennsylvania, on Bervice creek,
Heaver counnty, within sbout 20 miles of
Pittsburg. It was established in 1790, snd
on April 21of that year, the Associate
Prosbytery of Penosylvanin elecied Rev.
John Anderson, D, D, its diviaity profes-
sor. Itwill oot cotapare favorably in archi-
tectural splendor and proportions with siwmi-
lar institutions of the present duy. There
is not much granite or marble in ils compo-

pro tem. Rev. Alexander Sharp was
elected prolessor, but declined the office,
and Mr. Dick was continued ad interim.

NEW CHAIR ESTABLISHED.

In the 1885 & new chair was estab-
lished and styled the chair of Bibical Liter-
ature and Exegesis, to fill which Eey. Moses
Kerr, a son of the prolessor, was unani-
mously elected. Professor Kerr died the
following year, and the he leit
in the seminary was not filled until 1843,
when Rev. James L. Dinwiddie was chosen
to fill it. He resigned in 1 and Rev.
Alexsnder Clurke, President of Fianklin
Golle?..r:)hiq, was chosen as his suceessor.
Dr. Clarke entered upon the duties of his
profession in 1848, and occupied the chair
till his death, a period of sbout 86 years,
In 1851 Rev. David Reynolds Kerr, D. D,
LL. D., was elected to the chair o! Ecclesi-
astionl History aud Church Government.

After long and sanxcious years of ecelesias-
tical courtship the Associate and Associate
Heiormed Presbyterian Churches entered
iuto organic upion in this eity—the historie
ecity of unions and reunions amoang churches
—on the 26th day of May, 1858, 1In 1836,
t-ofur- belore the union, the Presbytery
of Moooogabeln of the Associate Reformed
Church, erected the present commodions and
stiractive seminary building on the corner
of North avenue and Buoena Vista street,
facing the North Park, Allegheny. This
rather imposing building was reared with
funds from a munificent uest made lor
various beoevolent purposes by the late

sition. The plans and specifieations did not
cost the architect moch mwental strein. It
was & plain two-story log building, and
stood im close proximity to the humble
dwelling of its first profeasor. It was nat
even “weatner-boarded,” But it served the
purpose of Its erection.
APPEALING TO SCOTLAXD.

The seminary was established by the As-
pociste Preshytery of Peaosyivania as a
divinity schoel in which to train the young
men of that demomination for the ministry.
As early as 1736 immigrants who wers de-
woted to Associate Presbyterianism sent an
earnest appeal to Scotland to be supplied
with preachers. But appeals were made
frequently, earnestly amd long Dbefore
they were responded to. It was 17 years
after the first appesl was sent to the mother
charch belore she sent out = preacher.

Io the year 1753 Rev, Alexander Gl.lllnlyJ

was speoially | d aod ordsined as the
first mimionsry of the Associnte Charch to
Ameriea. The Rev. Apdrew Arnot agreed
to come with him, and they sailed for the
New World in the summer of that vear, On
the 3d of November, 1753, they organizad
themselves, pursuant to the Presbyterial
direction of the mother church, into & Pres-
bytery which they styled the *“Associate
Fresbytery of Peonsylvania,™ and com-
menced their evangelical and missionary
lsbors in the valley of the Susquehunns,
They did not, however, dissolve their con-
nection with the church 8t home, but held
themselves in subordination to the *‘Asso-
ciate Anti-Burgher Synod of Beotland™
The young «hurch grew rapidly.

A BECTABRIAN SPLIT.

In 1774 the Reformed Presbytery of North
Ameriea was constituted by Revs, John
Cothbertson, Alexander Dobbin and
Matthew Linn. The two churches entered
into an organic union and united their
names, calling themselves in their united
ocapacity the “Associste Reformed Presby-
ferian Chureh.” The union, however, was
not harmonious, and it was not long until
both churches ook up their march on sep-
nrate lines, Then there were three organiza-
tione, the Associate, Associste Relormed
and Belormed Preshyterian,

The Associste Chureh was the first to es-
tablish a theologioal school in this neighbor-
hood and in this couniry. Proof that the
Jog seminary was the first on this conticent
s taken from a sermon preached by Rev.
Dr. Bradford, of Albany, N. Y., before the
superintendents of the guninury of the Re-
formed Dutech Church in 1813, In that
sermon he ssid the dates of the organization
of differeut seminaries are as follows: Asso-
ecinte Reformed Church at New York in
+1804; Reformed (Dutch), 1810; Presbyter-
jan, 1812; Andover (Congregationalist),
3808, thus making the Bervice Creek the
senjor seminary by eight years,

Dr. John Anderson, the first professor,
was & very pious man. In 1821 the semin-
ery was removed to a brick strueture in the
town of Canousburg, and Dr. James Ram-
soy was appointed professor, being then
pastor of Chartiers congregation.

Ta 1819 an Eastern seminary was estab-
in Philadelphia, but on the desth of
professor, Dr. Banks, in 1826, it was
consolidated with the Canonsburg institu-
tion, sod Dr. Ramsey was made professer of
the t]nll.td Beminary.

BrADFOED, August 13.—The Bradford
field has long been considered s back num-
ber so far as keeping pace with the tide of
the oleagivons industry. However, in the
old field there is yet considerable lite and
quite an amount of new work is being done.
The production of this field is holding up
remarkably well, and property here is nota
bad thing to have. Production is rated st
from $1,000 to £1,200 a barrel which finds &
ready market st these figures. The latest
deal in oil property was W. H. Whitney's
sale of 125 producing wells with a large
scope of territory to the Emery Oil Com-
pany for §175,000, and the Emery Oil Com-
pany’s 85 wells,in the Knapp’s ereek distriet,
to Mr. Fanchot on o basis of $1,200 a bar-
rel.

It is estimated that there are 1,800 produe-
ing wells in the field, whichk approximately
yield 20,000 barrels a day. Operations are
coufined to no particular poiots, but are
mostly around the edge of developed terri-
tor7. A lttlelead-off has been found at the
moath of Miner run, near Degolia, which has
stimulated some new work. The wells average
from 10 to 15 barrels a day. James Sterns, B
J. Btreight and Book are the principal oper-
ators mn this locality. At Mount Jewett they
